Saturday Morning 

On Saturaay of last week,. the many 
friends and neighbors of Albert Freese who 
lived about a mile and a half south of 
town, were greatlv shocked when the news, 
reached them that their 'well known neigh- 
bor had ended his life, by hanging bim- 
Betf in- bis bam,-' He had been in, poor 
health for some time with what appeared 
to be a severe case of stomach trouble, and 
by some medical authorities' his malady 
had been pronounced cancer of the stom- 
ach. This, was indeed n sad prospect for 
a man in the prime of 'life and tbe con- 
stant brooding of what tbe future might 
bring forth, it: is thought,' had'.preyed on 
his, mind untibhe had become temporari- 
ly insane, and at'about eight o'clock Satur- 
day morning ended it ' all by taking his 
own life. He had.^been induced; to seek 
the advise of a specialist and' had mode 
arrangements to go tb Chicago for that 
purpose da Saturday morning but on ac- 
count of tbe bad weather this had been 
postponed until the following Monday. 

His wife had for some 'time ' noticed ' bis 
moments of abstraction and this in connec- 
tion with his poor health caused her to 
keep a watchful eye ever' upon bim but 
even she never dreamed that he would 
attempt self destruction. 

On Saturday morning when the work 
at the barn had been finished he com- 
plained of feeling quite poorly and his 
wife induced him to go to tbe house with 
Iter and lie down, but be- remained at the 
bouse only a few minutes when be . rtobo 
and again went to the bam. In about 
five minutes hia wife followed bim and 
some unknown power guided her footsteps 
at once tb the hay loft where to her horror 
and- astonishment Bhe beheld the body of 
her husband suspended by the. neck, With 
quick presence of mind she , baBtily took 
tbe knife from bis pocket, cut tbe rope' and 
loosened the nooao about his neck, this eke 
did with the hope that there might still be 
life and: with tbo knowledge - that every 
minute was precious. She then immediate- 
ly summoned help but life was already ex-

"'MR "Freese - , was a well to do young farm- 
er, well known in this vicinity, - having liv- 
ed the greater part of his life at Grans 
Lake and no cause except poor health can 
be given for the terrible deed. 

He leaves an aged mother, a wife, three 
small children and one brother, to mourn 
bis loss. The funeral services were held 
on Tuesday morning, Rov. Wm. C. Clew- 
orth officiating. The remains- were laid 
at rest in tbe Grass Lake cemetery.

P resident,; In Letter to Secretary of 
War Taft, Directs How the Vast 

Work Shall Be Carried On 

- ' . ."■■"■- '■'.'' 

Preaideut Roosevelt gave his formal ■ in- 
structions to the ' isthmian - canal com- 
mission. The instructions, embodied in a 
letter to Secretary of War Toft, aftw re- 
citing, the steps taken under legislative 
authority as a preliminary to tbe work of 
aetua! •construction, direct that the work 
be carried on under the supervision of the 
War Department. '■: 

Tbe. co mtniEBion is authorized to mako 
the necessary rules for the correct adminis- 
tration of civil, military and judicial affairs 
of its possessions; to establish a civil 
service .-for the'government of the strip; to 
do all the necessary work and supervise it; 
to make and cause to be executed all need- 
ful contracts; to acquire real property 
necessary: to the United States in tho com- 
pletion of the canal; to moke all necessary 
rules for the correct /disbursement of and 
accounting for all funds; and to make 
requisition on the Secretary of War for 
the needed funds. 

Tbe President. adds that the inhabitants 
of tbe canal zone must be protected and 
disturbed as little' .as possible in their 
customs and avocations, Tbe municipal 
laws are to be administered substantially 
as before the change. The Governor of 
tbe zone, subject to the approval of the 
commission, will appoint a judge for tbe 
zone, who 1b to have the power usually 
exercised in Latin countries by a judge of 
a court of first instance. The laws of tbe 
land which were in force Feb. 26, 1901, 
BbaLL continue in force, but, - the President 
states, there are "certain great principleb 
of government, which have been mude the 
basis of an existence as a nation, which we 
deem essential to the rule of law , and tbe 
maintenance of order and which shall bays 
force in said zone.' 1 These principles are 
tbe main provisions of the constitution. 

The commission ia given the power to 
legislate oa all subjects not inconsistent 
with the laws, and treaties of tbe United 
States, including the enactment of sanitary 
ordinances for the cities of Colon and 
Panama, i m 

v ,-.MBJorGeneral - DaviB,'.who is to** -be the 
Governor of tbe zone, is directed to see the 
laws faithfully * executed, and is vested 
with power to grant reprieres and pardons. 
Be: may also call, if necessary, for the 
Bervicea of any available United States 
military or naval force. 

The commission is required to report 
yearly to CongresB. Rear Admiral Walker 
and Colonel Becker of the commission are 
designated members of the joint com- 
mission provided for by the canal conven- 
tion. 

The treasury warrant for '$40,000,000 on 
account of the canal purchase was delivered 
to J. P. Morgan & Co. by Secretary Shaw 
at tbe Bubtreusury, Secretary Shaw made 
the following statement as to tbe transfer: 
• "J. P." Morgan ifc Co. were on Monday 
morning .formally appointed special ^dis- 
bursing agents, and their security fixed at 
$25,000,000. As soon as this security Nvae 
approved the warrant for 810,000,000 was 
delivered. This will bo presented dnring 
the day and paid as follows: Fifteen 
million doll are Tin cash and subtreasury 
orders aggregating 6-5,000,000 will be 
drawn in favor of Morgan & Co. '. These 
in turn arc to be deposited by Morgan & 
Co. with their various banks to Morgan & 
Co.'e credit, and will be collected through 
tbe clearing bouse tomorrow, 

Meantime tbe banks bad brought to tbe 
aubtreaaury their respective, checks aggre- 
gating a little more than $27,000,000. 
Tbe warrant was delivered to Mr. Steele 
personally. It wns. oh a piece of white 
paper engraved in green ink and> was 
made payable to J, P. Morgan & Co. as 
special disbursing agents.' Half a score of 
clerks at the aubtreaBury were buBy for 
some hours counting tbe hands deposited 
by Morgan & Co. as security for' the • war- 
rant. These checks were accepted for col- 
lection and will be collected through .the 
clearing-house tomorrow, la this way tho 
banka of New York City will pay into' tbe 
subtreasuryij $27,000,000, and will receive 
from Morgan & Co. on deposit $25 000,000. 
Both tbe payment to the subtreasury.J'and 
I be deposits will be affected through tbe 
clearing houso at the same timo. Thus 
tho banka will lose in tbe transaction only 
$2,000,000 in cash balances. The remain- 
ing $15,000,000 is paid to Morgan & Co; 
directly from tbe treasury. 



■Subsidy for Cunard Line.. 
The Austro-Hungarlan government 
has. agreed to give a large ,subsldy to' 
the Cunard company for ten years on 
tbe stipulation that the Cunard com- 
pany provide twenty-air ships direct 
per annum from Flume and- Trieste, 
This will take from the Hamburg. line 
tho Immense business of carrying tho 
emigrants from southwestern Europe 
tb America.

8, 1904;'- we .publish' ;tbo 
followlng,"'beilovlug 'It will 1 prove ot 
greab Interest to those '.who , buvo ■ con- 
templated settling in -tho Canadian 
Northwest: 

"I bad In August, 1002, secured a 
claim for myself, nnd' 'filed op. three 
quarter sections for my.sotiB. My claim 
■Is orie-hulf mile south of tha Edmon- 
ton and Lnltc St. Anne trail; 

"Coming Bojnte In tho season, wo" 
had* little opportunity to break anil to 
prepare ground for a first yenr'H crop, 
still we raised oyer .100 bushelB of very 
fine potatoes, and sowed a few .acres « 
of 'barley, 'hut tbG> Benson was too far 
advanced for the barley. However, wo 
secured good feed- from It, and on rent- 
ed ground 18 miles east of us, raised a 
Jltm crop of oats, so tlmt wo will have 
plenty, ot feed for. horse*. Wo cut 
about 00 tons of liny a*d thus will 
hnve an abundance. We nave, all told, 
about 2-10 ncres'ot hay meadow; which 
would yield the past year over three, 
tons, to tho acre, and In an ordinary 
season the meadow would furnish 000 
tons of hay. The grass la very nutri- 
tious, ant! cattle on > the ranges becomo 
very fat without being fed a pound of 
grain. ' 

"On the upland the gras3 grows from 
eight to ten Inches tali. This Is colled 
range grass, nnd is suitable for stock 
at "any time, even ' Iii the winter when 
the ground is not covered too deep with 
snow. Horses substlHt on It-nlone, at 
all times, provided they are utiilvo 
stock. The grass In the liny meadows 
here is called red-top, and grows rrom 
five to six feet In length, and when cut 
tjt (lie proper time yields an abundant 
ci op of nutritious hay. 

"Our cattle have not cost us n cent 
Blnce we came oh our homestead, only 
the Fmrill outlay for salt and labor In . 
putting up hay nnd 'shelter. All cattle 
have been doing well thhj winter, and 
feeding up to the first of January was 
unnecessary, as thcro was good mnga 
up to that time. ' 

"All the. brows up to that date wero 
[ followed by winds from the Northwest 
that melt It very rapidly; these winds 
are called Chinook winds, and are al- 
ways warm. In one night n Chinook 
wind may take nwuy thrco 1 ' or four 
Inches of snow. 

"vVo have- built- on our claim a com- 
fortable house of hewn logs, 20x21) 
feet, one and one-half stories tn height, 
with n good cellar. During the latter 
part of Juno we rafted logs down the 
Sturgeon to a sawmill, about eight 
tntlcft away, and thus secured C,000 Ccet 
of good lumber which was needed for* 
the house. Later In the season a shin- 
gle milt loctited tax miles away, To 
this wo hauled logs aud had shingles 
cut for tho roof. 

"Wo had an abundance of wild fruit 
the past season, consisting of gooseber- 
ries, strawberries, raspberries, eyeber- 
rles, blueberries, cherries mid saska- 
toons. Tho latter are a fine looking 
berry, red, nnd quite pleasant to tho 
taste, but not much to be desired In 
cookery. The strawberries are the 
same as those that grow wild In Illi- 
nois. Raspberries are red In color, 
Inrgo nnd equal to tiny of the tamo 
varieties, ami so are tire gooseberries. 
The cranberries cutis 1st of the high nnd 
trailing varieties. The latter ni-« moat 
sought and contiguous to the swamps. 
The ground is literally covered with 
them as with a red carpet, but the best 
and most sought i.^ tlie blueberry, bo 
culled by the Indians. This Is tho 
famous "huckleberry* {whortleberry) of 
tho Blue Rldgo Mountains in Pennsyl- 
.vanht, ami cannot he excelled for ex- 
cellence by nny frnlt cultivated. It la 
found hero both on tlie pralrlo and In 
thu limber In immense quantities. 

"Gamo Is very plentiful, so far ns 

prairie chickens, pheasants, ducks of 

JaN kinds' and geese are concerned. Wo' 

fjltave taken , nearly GOO chickens and! 

p hen san is, also a great many ducks, 

"An occasional deer Is Been, but aro. 
not plentiful,, only one- having been 
taken during the season in this settle- 
ment. 

"Fish nro very plentiful nt all sea*| 
sons of tho year. FJali wagons and 
sleds are paBBlng almost dally along' 
the trail with heavy' loads of fish, des- 
tined for St. Albert and Edmonton. 
From tho latter point tiiey tiro ship- 
ped south on tbc Calgary and Edmon- 
ton ltuiinmd to points along tho llne^ 
and also to Asslntholn, on tho Canadian' 
Pacific Railroad.]'

Stuuley , tlie African ex- 
plorer, [ Is' dead lu , London,: Sir Henry 
wan attacked; by pleurisy n few dnys ago 
and his IllueHswas complicated by chron- 
ic beart trouble. He had been In a semi- 
conscious 'condition for two days, 
■Born a waif, bred lu.irpoor hou*e, the 
career of Sir Henry Morton Stanley is 
one of tlie. most; notable lu history. Ho 
at one time held the highest position that 
It la .possible for a" newiipuper : mou to 
achieve. 'He led an .'exploration, party 
into tlie wllda of Africa and 'found Liv- 
ingstone, who -up t« that time, was tlie 
most noted, of all African explorers, . 

He' was born In abject poverty in 3841 
and.wtiH christened John Uowiaiids, H1b 
birthplace' was near Denbigh, in Wales. 
For ten. years lie lived In a work house. 
.■ Having attracted tlie attention of a 
rich man'of. tlie name of Stanley, he waa 
brought to New Orleans, His patron 
died suddenly )vlUiuut n will and tlie boy 
wnH left to' make his owii way in the 
world. He wan a cabin jmy on (lieMIfl- 
sUsis>pI for several years. At the out- 
break of the Civil War he enlisted in 
the Confederate army. lie was taken 
prisoner. Thin proved no Inniirmoiintuhlc 
obstacle lo the waif of Wales, for he 
ciilfetcd In tlie Unloti navy and rustt to 
the rank of ensign. 

Goes Into Newspaper "Work, 

Tlio win- over, he look up newspaper 
.work. In ISO" lie whk marchluiE ncruss 
the pliiiiiH M'itti Iliinniek and Ouster'iinil 
Interviewing "Wihl Hill" Ilii-kock, an iirt- 
vi'iitiirer In niiotlier Held. At the close 
of the Biune year he was on bis. way to 
AliyxKinlti ns a war correspondent again. 
He represented tlie New York I Jem hi in 
the campaign of the British ngaiust that 
country. . 

Next he wns cnnimisslotu'd by the 
eaim- paper to go in search of Livings- 
tone, the exploit- r, Iti tlie heart of Af- 
rica. His success Is recounted In the 
famous volume "Haw I '_ Found Liv- 
Ingctonc." publhhed lu ISTli. 

Hia second journey' Is described in 
"Through the Diirk Continent", (1S7S\, 
for which he was precepted at the Sor- 
boune with the cross of a chevnlier of 
tho Legion of Honor by the president of 
the Frtfiieli Geoi;riiiihleal Society. The 
third lime he went into Africa was in 
1S7U, He traveled from the mouth of 
tho Congo 3,400 mites up that' river to 
Stanley pool. 

Ih 3887 lie wns presented with the 
freedom of the city of London, just be- 
fore bis departure for Africa tlie fourth 
time. The story of that journey waB 
published iti "In Darkest Africa," uud 
universities ami scientific societies gave 
him all sorts of honors. 

Xfonara Conferred on Stiwilcy. 

Stanley received the degrees of doc- 
tor of laws aud doctor of civil laws tram 
tho English universities. 

His mnrringe in 18!)0 to MIbb Doro- 
thy Tcanant; the famous English paint- 
er, was n social event of world-wide in- 
terest. It wns not until two years Inter 
that he conceived an ambition to stand 
for Parliament, but to do this be had to 
become a naturalized subject of the 
Queen, for it was held that ho had lost 
citizenship in his native country by serv- 
ing In the American Civil War!i Ah- he 
served on both sides In the' wnr between 
the States, It Is not certain whether It 
was ns n Confederate or a Federal he 
beeomo for. a time aa.Amerlcun. 

He was defeated nt the pollsin 3S94, 
but tlie next year wns elected. He served 
la Parliament from 1S05 to 1000. 

Stanley's election to Parliament was 
the realization of his •nuibltlon of the 
period of cakes and ale. He represented 
North Lnmbnth, Tie liud his eye ou Par- 
liament ever si nee his marriage with 
Miss Dorothy Teuuaut. Thut carried 
him into the most powerful "set" in En- 
gland — the brltiinnt, cynical, but most 
practical group, of which Bulfour Is the 
exemplar. 

Defended British Rule. 

His voice was for colonial aggression, 
for the extension of, the imperial gov- 
ernment, for war with Kussln nt CnliiiL 
with France on 'tlie Congo, with anyl»cily 
UDywhere who disputed or Intended to 
dispute the sentiment that n Briton' nev- 
er, never, never Is a slave. 

The rescuer of Emln Pasha, the hold- 
er or world's medals mid bnnurs, mar- 
ried in Westminster Abbey, he was cor- 
dially detested by most of -his country- 
men who knew him. He- published a 
story of Major Bnrttelot's In V'Dnrkest 
Africa" nnd the storm broke. )' 

What if n cannibal feast dind been 
ordered ns a contribution to the photo- 
graph album of nn English couutry 
hoose? Whnt If lust and murder, pil- 
lage and rapine attended thu course of 
this pioneer of English civilization! De 
mortuls Angiorum nil nisi bounm, and 
Stnuley was put In the pllory not for his 
own sins— thouch he had enough of 
them — but for tlie Bins of his enemies. 



Bfttttarkatri* Indiana Tragedy Mow 
Belajt Throahed Out.' 

No murder trial 1n southern Indiana In 
recent years htir attracted more atten- 
tion than the one '. which is now on In 
Biding Sun, and In- which the authorities 
are- striving to bring to justice the. mur- 
derers of MIbb. Elizabeth Gillespie. The' 
prominence and wealth of tlie accused 
and the singular circumstances surround- 
ing the tragedy, make it a most remarka- 
ble and unusual case. , 

MIub Gillespie was shot while standing 
in the parlor of her home on the evening 
of Dec. 8, 1003. One of the most popu- 
lar and • prominent society women of 
Rising Sun,; n mcmbex'of one of the old- 
est nnd wealthiest fnmiiles of southern 
Indiana, the murder of Miss Gillespie 
created a sensation throughout tlie entire 
country. This was increased .when the 
murdered, woman's twin brother, James 
Gillespie, was placed under arrest charg- 
ed with- the crime. Held with him- as 
accessories nre his sister, Mrs. Belie 
Seward, nnd Myron V. Barbour end his 
wife,- Sirs. Carrie Barbour, 

Behind the murder of Miss Gillespie 
Is the story of a family skeleton nnd 
that Btory. the oulccrs of- the law have 
not been able to bring out Noted 
throughout Indiana for their pride and 
haughtiness, the members of the Gilles- 
pie family have lived up to their repu- 
tation since tlie tragedy. Those impli- 
cated In tlie murder' treat the authori- 
ties, with disdain,; while; the other rela- 
tives maintain a forbidding silence. It 
has developed, however, that although 
James Gillespie entertained a deep affec- 
tion for his sister at one time, he had 
during the last three or four years of her 
life hated her fiercely. MIbb Gillespie, 
It' is known, had Beverely criticised the 
conduct of Mrs. Carrie Barbour and 
tills led to a yiolent quarrel between her 
and her brother, James, who, thereupon, 
went to live with the Barbours, opposite 
his own Itnme. The fact that the moth- 
er, Sirs, Gillespie, had left tier daugh- 
ter the bulk of her property ihteusillcd 
tho family feud. . * 
. Tho most tangible evidence, against 
James Gillespie Is that ho is one of the 
two men in Hislng Sun who "own a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun of ,12 caliber. The 
bullet taken from MIbb Gillespie's tem- 
ple was n No. 4 bird-Bhot, tlie kind naed 
In her brother'a gun, a supply of which 
had been given tha latter a few days 
previous to the tragedy by ''Myron Bnr- 
bour. On the night of the murder two 
men were approaching "the GilcBpie 
home from opponlte directions. Both 
saw the flash of tlie gun and heard the 
report, but no one passed them while 
tliey inn to die spot' They heard tho 
click of an iron gate In the darkness. 
The only Iron gateway in that vicinity Is 
lu front of tlie Barbour residence. 

Lined up on both sides in tlie case are 
the most brilliant criminal lawyers in 
Indiana and tho trial bids fair to be n 
great legal battle.

Three years ago live beef sold for 
$0.50 a hundred, while, dressed beef 
brought $7,50. Now dressed beef Is 
up to $8.B0, while on tho hoof cattle 
bring. $5,50 on an .average, The stock- 
men saythat tho packers aro getting too 
big a slice of the profits.

Iti 1780 
Gran dot was it muster cooper, in a very 
good way of business, who could read 
and write and cast accounts. When the 
French 'Republic confiscated lands In the 
district and proceeded to Fell them by 
auction, the cooper .was forty years of 
age, and had just married the daughter 
of a wealthy timber mcrchnuL As Grnn- 
det possessed 'at that moment his wife's 
dowry as well as some considers hie 
amount of ready money of his own, he 
acquired Rome of the host vlneland In 
tha neighborhood, nn old abbey and' n 
fewlittle farms, for an old song. In the 
days of the Consulate he became Mayor, 

•did prudently In his public rapacity and 
did very well for himself. Times chatig- 
•ftd, the empire was established and be 
became Monsieur Grnndet. Ilo had a 
fair claim to the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor and lie received it in ISOfl. 

By this time M. Grnndet was fifty- 
seven years old, and his wife about tlilr- 

■" ty-slx. The one child of the marriage 
was a daughter, n little girl ten rears 
of age. In this year he succeeded to 
three fortunes. Mine. Grnndet's mother 
and her father soon followed her; the 
third In order was M. Gramlct's grand- 
mother on the mother's *lde.

had increased. As to his capital, there 
were eel; two people In a position to 
make a' guees at Its probable amount. 
One of these waB the notary, M. Cruchot, 
who transacted all the necessary busi- 
ness whenever M. Grnndet made an in- 
vestment, and the other was 11. des 
Gross ins, the wealthiest banker in the 
town, who, did Grandct mnny good of- 
fices which were unknown to Saumur. 
There was no ouc In Snuninr who did not 
fully believe the report which told how, 
In a secret hiding "place, M. Grnndet 
had a hoard of louls, and bow every 
night he went to look at It and gave 
himself up to the Inexpressible delight 
of gazing at the huge heap of gold. 

In matters financial M. Grandct might 
be described as*comb!niug the' character- 
istics of the Bengal tiger and the tion- 
constrictc-r. He could lie low and wait, 
crouching, '-.watching for b)s prey, and 
make his spring .mierriiifily at last; then 
the Jaws of his- purse would unclose, a

The young Marquis 
dc Froidfond be Inn compelled to realize 
his capital, tho estate nf Froidfond, cele- 
brated for its park and its handsome cha- 
teau, was for snle*, together with Its de- 
pendent farms, rivers, fish ponds mid for- 
ests; altogether it was worth three mill- 
ion franca, M. Cruchot, President Cru- 
chot, and the Abbe Cruchot, by (flitting 
their forces, hnd managed to prevent n 
proposed division into small lots. The 
notary made an uncommonly Rood bar- 
gain for his client, representing to the 
young marquis that the purchase money 
of the small tots could only he collected 
after endless trouble nnd expense, niul 
that he would have to sue n large pro- 
portion of the purchasers for It; while 
here wns M, Grnndet, a mnii whose 
credit stood high, and who was. more- 
over, ready to pay for the land nt once 
In hnnl coin.
